with sessions to be held January 19 
7 and 20 in St. Louis, Mo. It will be the 
fist annual meeting of the NRECA, an 
oganization fomed seveal months ago 
in the interest of the rural electrifica­ 
tion movement. 
All of the 800 REA-financpd rural 
electric systems in the country have 
been asked to send representatives to 
the meeting, although official dele­ 
gates and alternates are to be named 
only by the systems that have joined 
NRECA, according 
to Mr. 
Duncan, 
who said the local co-op ta a member. 
The theme of the nieeting— “ power 
for food’’— was explained in a letter 
received by the local co-op from Con­ 
gressman Clyde E. Ellis of Arkansas, 
general manager of NRECA, who ex 
tended the invitation. 
“ A rare opportunity exists for serv­ 
ice to our nation at war through in 
creased use of electric power in food 
production processes," Congressman 
Ellia said. 
“ We must recognize and 
harness the boundless energy of elec­ 
tricity. 
We must then strive to re­ 
move the shackles that have restricted 
the use of this power, so that we may 
be Permitted to make out fullest con­ 
tribution to victory. 
“This is a common cause around 
whKh representatives of every KEA- 
financed system can rally. 
The job 
of making your system totally effec­ 
tive as a national weapon of war, of 
making your 
co-operative 
a potent 
striking fore* for the preservation of 
the democracy it syrnpolizes, demands 
the best of all of us who work for the 
interests of rural ejectrification. This 
is your chance to present problems 
that have obstructed you locally and 
to join in a program for their solu­ 
tion. 
“ We are virtually certain of having

Those of you who have repeating or 
automatic shotguns should do so. 
I 
iiave found that 
a number 
of th* 
plugs for such guns which were sold 
by various sporting goods dealers do 
not limit tIi#-* capacity of the magazine 
as required by law. 
As you know, 
the law prohibits use of guns capable 
of holding more than three f 3J shells 
in the magazine- and chamber com­ 
bined when hunting quail, ducks or 
geese. 
Some of these plugs do not 
fill the requirements and may allow 
your gun to handle as many as four 
shells. 
I have found this condition 
existing quite frequently and it is 
embarrassing to the hunter and my­ 
self. 
Therefore, as a friendly aug 
gestion, please check your gun and 
determine that.it is properly plugged. 
ft lias also collie to mj attention 
that there are several tracts of land 
iii this county which have been leased 
tor the hunting season and on which 
there has been no application made 
for Shooting Preserve License. 
P en ­ 
alty for failure to secure such license 
is a fine of not less than One Hun 
dred (JIOO.OY) nor more th a n Two 
Hundred ($200.00) Dollars, or im­ 
prisonment in the county jail for not 
more than 90 days or both such fine 
and imprisonment,

Here is his account of the night he 
left: 
“Japanese by the thousands wer^ 
swarming the beaches. 
The Second 
Battalion, from 
its position 
in the 
Hills, was pouring shells into the Japs 
with amazing speed. 
“The boys of the 131st were firing 
so fast and furiously that a number 
of men were assigned to bucket brig­ 
ades— their job was to bring up wa­ 
ter and pour it on the big guns to 
keep them from bursting from th* 
terrific heat generated by such rapid 
fire. 


“ It was after dark w h e n all of this 
happened and you couldn’t tell the ef­ 
fect of our firing. 
But its a certainty 
I that the Japs paid heavily— no one 
No one can do this patriotic duty 'ever doubted the marksmanship of the 
now' without knowing definitely what 
crops are essential 
and 
what non­ 
essential. 
What we will be able to 
buy and how we can get along with­ 
out things we cannot buy; when to 
pay debts and

to buy

stamps or bonds, etc.
